It was announced in the house 
of commons last wc-^k that, fol¬ 
lowing long negotiations, Ihe Dom¬ 
inion government' has approved 
purchase ot the Canaria Land and 
lirigation Cori|>any. centering on 
Vauxhall. for 8'2.250.OjM). 

Involved is a deal whereby the 
Dominion buys out some 110,000 
acres of irrigable land now belong¬ 
ing lo the company. Il is the gov¬ 
ernment's intention to increase the 
capacity of Lake McGregor reser¬ 
voir, (about 22 miles east of Vul¬ 
can! and extend the irrigable area 
by carrying water to 75.000 acres 
of dry land in the Sundial district 
and the area south of Ikimond and 
Retlaw. 123,000 acres in the ex¬ 
tension across the Bow River in 
the Suffield and P.edcliff^districts 
will also get the water. 

The announcement was made by 
Agricultural Minister Gardiner, 
who stated that the reason for 
the purchase was to enable the 
Dominion to carry out a more ac¬ 
tive ppogram in resettlement un¬ 
der the Prairie Farm Rehabilitat¬ 
ion Program.

During his tour of the oil areas, Dl Hume made 
a study of the situation in this Province and Sask¬ 
atchewan. Saskatchewan is now definitely in the 
western oil picture with a mammoth exploration 
program under way involving both the majors and 
independents. ' . n 

The seismograph may be followed by the drill 
and what the drill will disclose on the broad Sask¬ 
atchewan plains remains to be seen. But our sister 
Province to the east may yet spring some surprises 
in oil. 

During the hearing of the pipeline application m 
Ottawa recently by the Board of Transport Com¬ 
missioners, it came out that a line from Gretna, 
Man., to Superior Wls., is the more feasible scheme. 
Such an extension, according to Dr. Oliver B. Hop¬ 
kins of the pipeline subsidiary of Imperial OU, 
would provide a line from Edmonton to Superior, 
via Regina and Gretna, that would supply Sarnia, 
Ont., with crude oil from Alberta fields. The nature 
of the terrain which a pipeline would traverse 
through northwestern Ontario to the Canadian lake- 
makes it an extremely difficult and costly under¬ 
taking. . 

Thus it appears that the pipeline picture Is be¬ 
coming clarified. This is good news for Alberta has 
an abundance of oil—our crude reserves have been 
estimated at a billion barrels-but what we need 
is a pipeline to carry it to market

Some Hints For 
Using Putty 


It’s getting close to storm win¬ 
dow time—or at least time to see 
they are in good condition. Win¬ 
dows with loose glass and broken 
putty are not highly efficient in 
keeping out winter blasts. 

When using putty there are a 
few things to remember if the job 
is to be well done. Putty applied 
to frosty, wet or dirty sash is net 
going to form a good bond. It 
is important to see that the sash 
i$ dry and that all dirt and dried- 
out putty is brushed away. If the 
glass is loose, fix firm# with clips 
or glazing points. Use sufficient 
pressure with the knife to make 
good contact between the putty 
and the sash. When painting, the 
paint should lap slightly onto the 
glass. This assures a tight seal at 
the all-important edge where rain 
and damp is likely to seep under- 
the putty. 

If glass has to be replaced, use 
a liberal ribbon of putty gll around 
the inside of the sash. A thin con¬ 
tinuous ribbon should ooze up a- 
round the glass when pressure is 
applied, indicating a complete bond 
between sash and glass. Each pane 
should be held firmly in place with 
sufficient glazing points before 
puttying-up the outside of the sash. 

And remember too, that water 
vapour in a heated or tightly clos- • 
ed building condenses on the in¬ 
terior surfaces of cold sash. This 
condition is a weil-known cause 
for failure of work done in the late 
fall and winter. A damp closed 
building is often heated before the 
putty has had time to set or re¬ 
ceive the tirst coat of paint. The 
sooner the job is done now, the 
better. 




ics of 1960." He 1» now director of 
the Queensland Bureau of Indust¬ 
ry in Brisbane and has served as 
financial advisor to the Australian 
Government. I give his record so 
that you may know that he is no 
amateur in the field of economics 
and statistics, he has a world-wide 
reputation. 

In his recent investigation he 
has reached the conclusion that 
man-hour production in the Un¬ 
ited States is approximately 8W 
times the man-hour production of 
Soviet Russia. Russia, in capacity 
to produce, is lined up with some 
of the poorer countries of Eastern 
Europe: Hungary, Roumania, Yug¬ 
oslavia, Brazil in South America 
and Turkey in the Middle East. 
Lower even than Russia is India, 
which is only half the Russian lev¬ 
el. China is lower «till. In fact, all 
the industrially advanced count¬ 
ries of the world with the except¬ 
ion of Italy are above the Soviet 
level. These facts should be stud¬ 
ied by the Dear of Canterbury, 
who apparently J<wes Rnssla' even 
with its poverty—surely it is not 
because of it! 

Topping the list are the United 
States, New Zealand. Canada, with 
Australia and Great Britain just 
behind them. British production on 
this basis is four times that of the 
Soviet Union— France two and a 
half times. It may well be asked 
how Russia in view of these facts, 
held on so well during the war. 

There are two reasons, Russia 
industrially had made some pro¬ 
gress but this ha^ been offset by 
a decline in agriculture reflecting ( 
differences between the govern¬ 
ment and the peasant population 
and these statistics are based on 
man-hour produ-tion. Then, in 
war, Russia had olenty of men to 
throw into the breach. What of 
the future? Not only is Russian 
production low but the rate of im¬ 
provement is negligible. A slave 
economy is not necessarily effic¬ 
ient.

Compana Barley has been grown 
to a limited extent in Southern Al¬ 
berta, and as a ••esult some inter¬ 
est is at present being shown in 
this variety. 

Compana is a two-rowed, smooth 
awned variety that was brought 
in from the Unite* States, and was 
grown for a time before being lic¬ 
ensed. It is now -ecommended for 
Zone No. 1, which covers the more 
arid part of South-Eastern Alber¬ 
ta. Under dry conditions Compana 
has shown up reasonably well, as 
the following results indicate. 

On dry land at Lethbridge, Com¬ 
pana yielded 63.7 bushels to the 
acre during 1947, and 77.7 during DROPLET INFECTIONS— 
1948, this may he compared with 
53.3 for Montcalm in 1947. 64.7 for 
Titan in 1943. 19 for Sanalta in 
1948, 31.8 for Olli »n 1947, and 40.-1 
and 72.8 for Newal in 1947 and 
1948. 

As, far ns growth period is con¬ 
cerned. Compana has shown itself 
to be medium late. During 1947 
it’s growth period was 88 days and 
in 1948, 91 days. 

Compana has been found to have 
weak straw under moist conditions 
and this trait would cause diffi¬ 
culty during wet years on irrigated 
land. 

With respect to weight per mea¬ 
sured bushel. Compana has proved 
itself only average, during the two 
years it was tested. 

All of the above" results wem 
obtained on dry land at Lethbridge 
during 1947 and 1948.

The amount 
of iodine supplied by iodized salt 
U usually sufficient but IT cases 
of goitre have occurred It is ad¬ 
visable to add additional iodine to 
ihe feed or salt. 'Iodine mixed with 
salt at the rate of one ounce of 
potassium iodide to 500 pounds of 
salt should supply ample amounts. 
This is most easily prepared by 
thoroughly mixing the potassium 
iodide with about 2 pounds of salt 
and then mixing this into the re¬ 
mainder of the salt. Since lodiije Is 
quite unstable when mixed in salt 
no more should be prepared at one 
time than is required for about 
one month.’ 

When only a few animals are 
kept on the farm it may be sim¬ 
pler to dissulve an ounce of pot¬ 
assium iodide in a gallon of water 
and feed this at the rate of one

The feeding of supplementary io¬ 
dine to farm livestock has b>“- 
comeia common practice on many 
farms in Western Canada. Howev¬ 
er, judging from the numerous re¬ 
ports received by the Experiment¬ 
al Stations regarding the high 
incidence of dead, weak, and goit¬ 
rous animals at. birth it is evident 
that there is need of re-emphasiz¬ 
ing the importance of supplying 
iodine to all farm animals and es¬ 
pecially pregnant animals. 

Iodine deficiency symptoms are 
seldom evident in mature animals 
but are very evident in the new¬ 
born animals. The young from 
iodine deficient animals usually 
are born dead or very weak and 
may have enlarged goitrous necks. 
Newborn pigs often are hairless 
and have thick pulpy skin. New 
born animals affected with iodine 
deficiency seldom survive and 
there is practically nothing that 
can be done to cure it once it htis 
occurred. The only sound approach 
i« prevention by supplying iodine 
to all pregnant animals. 

Iodine is required in only very 
small amounts and can be most 
conveniently supplied by feeding 
iodized salt to ' all livestock
